Future Maintenance Arrangements for Dry Drayton and childerley 
Brooks 


The Parish Council was very pleased to welcome Messrs. Hart and 
Backshall of the Anglian Water Authority, who explained the 

past and present situation concerning responsibility for and 
maintenance of the open water courses in Bar Hill. The legal 

procedure for the adoption of the brooks by the Anglian Water 
Authority has aNnost been completed, and from now on the 

Authority will be responsible for them. Mr. Backshall asked in ’ 
particular for co-operation from villagers on two points. The 

first of these is that debris should not be put into the brooks 

as the pile-up of rubbish against the culverts could easily « 
cause these to become blocked and result in serious flooding. 

He also asked that in the event of any blockage or exception- 

ally heavy rainfall with which the brooks could not cope, : 

residents should notify the Anglian Water Authority by tele- 

phoning Ely 2958. A team of workmen would then be sent out as 

soon es possible to deal with the problem. 


Sale of Freeholds 


The Clerk was very pleased to announce that the freeholds of 
properties in Pheasant Rise had now been transferred to the 
Barish Council and that he hoped to make these available to 
residents in December. Those residents who have already made 
payment to the Parish Council for the purchase of their free- 
hold need take no further action, as these will now automatic- 
ally be processed by the Land Registry. m 


Proposed Extensions to the Village Hall 


It was decided that discussion of the Social Club's plans for 
the extension of their premises in the Village Hall should be 
deferred until the next meeting. It was agreed that in the 
meantime the Village Hall Management Committee should assess 
the proposed requirements and discuss the matter fully with 
other users of the Hall, in particular the Playgroup. The 
Management Committee will present 2 report including the views 
of these other users to the next meeting of the Parish Council 
together with its own recommendations in order that a decision 
may be made.
